2. HERE ARE OUR SUGGESTIONS FOR INDIANS AND NON-OFFICIAL 
AMERICANS. WE PROPOSE FOUR FROM THE EMBASSY INCLUDING 
AMBASSADOR AND MRS. MOYNIHAN. THE TOTAL IS 30 INDIANS PLUS 
TWO NON-OFFICIAL AMERICAN. THIS MIGHT HAVE TO BE ADJUSTED IN 
LIGHT OF HOW MANY THE SECRETARY WISHES TO INVITE FROM HIS 
OFFICIAL PARTY. ALSO, SOME OF THE PROPOSED INDIAN INVITEES 
MIGHT NOT BE IN TOWN.
